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Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  unprecedented  good 
fortune  in  every  way.  Our  expenses  have  increased  by  about 
$1,000,  and  our  receipts  have  quite  adequately  met  this  unusual 
demand.  We  have  been  able  to  help  a  larger  number  of  people, 
though  our  middle  ward  was  unoccupied  the  greater  part  of  the 
summer  while  carpenters,  plumbers,  and  painters  were  trans¬ 
forming  it  from  a  dull  and  cheerless  u  middle  ward,”  with  no 
sunshine  and  very  little  fresh  air,  into  a  glorious  u  midway,” 
where  there  is  ample  room  for  the  piano  as  well  as  the  live  beds 
and  the  sunshine,  and  where  the  whole  household  gathers  for 
hymn  singing,  Sunday  service,  and  familv  prayers,  and  many 
social  functions,  when  clubs  and  guilds  furnish  us  with  all  sorts 
of  entertainment.  By  these  alterations  and  improvements,  our 
accommodation  for  chronic  cases  is  increased  from  ten  to  fifteen 
beds,  thus  making  a  total,  with  the  twelve  Fresh  Air  beds,  of 
twenty-seven,  and  this  seems  a  fairly  good  growth  from  the  six 
beds  we  started  with  in  1888. 

By  strict  economy,  we  managed  to  pay  all  the  bills  lor 
repairs  and  alterations  in  this  house  without  encroaching  at  all 
on  the  u  Extension  Fund,”  and  this  was  made  possible  partly 
by  the  gift  of  $295  through  the  Donation  Day  offering  to  the 
Ladies’  Aid  Association,  the  rest  of  the  amount  coming  out  of 
our  regular  monthly  receipts.  But  the  other  house  still  remains 
incomplete,  and  just  for  the  lack  of  $2,000  —  a  paltry  sum, 
when  one  scans  the  columns  of  the  daily  papers  and  sees  what 
wonderful  gifts  are  being  continually  given  for  the  many  chari¬ 
table  undertakings,  both  at  home  and  overseas. 

Our  notable  gifts  this  year  have  been  :  a  silver  communion 
service,  in  memory  of  an  Associate  of  our  Society,  Miss  Jeanie 
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Turnbull  of  Washington,  by  one  of  her  girlhood  friends;  the 
cross  and  candlesticks  for  our  new  Chapel  when  it  is  completed, 
formerly  used  at  the  House  of  Prayer,  Lowell,  which  came  to 
us  through  the  kindness  of  our  Chaplain,  Rev.  Edward  Everett, 
one  time  Rector  of  the  House  of  Prayer;  a  piano,  the  gift  of 
M  rs.  Thomas  Russell,  which  has  given  constant  pleasure  and 
real  enjoyment  to  our  music-loving  household  ;  and  last  in  the 
sequence  of  events,  the  electric  lighting  and  fixtures  for  the 
greater  part  of  our  old  house,  given  us  by  our  constant  and 
generous  friend,  Mrs.  Hugh  K.  Hatfield.  Many  other  gifts, 
each  one  contributing  to  the  pleasure  of  our  patients  and  to  the 
lessening  of  our  monthly  bills,  are  duly  chronicled  in  our  list 
of  donations. 

Our  time-honored  friends,  Aunt  Fanny,  Betty  Cottrell, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Ames,  still  remain  with  us,  coming  only,  as  it" 
seemed,  for  a  short  time,  and  yet  lingering  on  for  six  or  eight 
years  in  a  happy,  homey  way  that  makes  us  almost  fear  to  think 
of  the  time  when  their  familiar  places  shall  know  them  no 
more. 

u ’Taint  life  that  matters;  ’ t i s  the  courage  one  brings  to 
it.”  And  this  surely  applies  to  our  patients  in  the  P'resh  Air 
Ward,  who  go  on,  patiently  and  heroically,  day  after  day,  all 
winter  long,  in  the  cold  and  snow  and  frost,  seeking  health, 
though  not  always  finding  it  in  this  world,  but  yet  cheerful  and 
hopeful,  and  always  looking  forward  to  the  bright  spring  days. 

The  executors  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Horace  B.  Wad- 
leigh  have  very  promptly  paid  the  remaining  $1,000  left  us  by 
his  will,  and  we  have  also  received  a  small  bequest  of  $75.70 
from  an  old  patient,  Mrs.  Johanna  Charles.  Both  these  amounts 
were  added  to  our  u  Extension  Fund.” 

We  deeply  regret  the  resignation  from  our  Medical  Staff 
of  Dr.  Nathaniel  K.  Wood,  who  has  given  us  nine  years  of 
most  valuable  service ;  but  many  calls  elsewhere  made  his 
continuance  on  our  Staff*  impossible.  His  place  has  been  taken 
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by  others  who  are  most  faithful  and  attentive,  and  so  our  circle 
of  helpers  is  constantly  increasing. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association,  our  most  efficient  auxiliary, 
increases  each  year  its  benefactions,  not  only  as  a  Society,  but 
also  by  individual  gifts  and  loving  service,  and  we  can  only 
again  and  again  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  all  the 
kindness  thus  bestowed  upon  us. 

We  had  a  loving  note  from  one  dear  soul  vowed  to  poverty 
in  this  world’s  goods,  whose  Christmas  gift  was  just  a  calling 
down  upon  us  of  an  u ample  blessing  for  His  servants  who  love 
and  care  for  the  sick  and  poor  —  God’s  own  sheepfold,”  and 
it  is  for  these  sick  and  poor  that  we  appeal  to  all  who  read  this 
report,  that,  as  many  have  been  blessed  with  temporal  gifts 
during  the  year  just  past,  so  they  of  their  bounty  will  help  us 
in  our  time  of  necessity,  that  we  may  the  more  perfectly  carry 
on  our  work  here.  We  specially  ask  for  new  annual  sub¬ 
scribers  to  take  the  place  of  old  friends  no  longer  with  us,  and 
from  all  some  help  towards  the  $2,000  so  urgently  needed  in 
the  next  few  months.

Medical  Report 

T  he  improvements  in  the  general  ward  have  been  carried 
out  during  1915  so  that  we  now  have  three  pleasant,  sunny 
bedrooms  in  the  front  of  the  house,  with  a  separate  sitting-room 
and  second  bathroom.  The  result  has  been  exceedingly  gratify¬ 
ing  to  patients,  nurses,  and  doctors. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  this  year  that  have 
been  exceptionally  satisfactory  to  the  Staff  in  that  much  could 
be  done  for  their  relief.  -  There  has  also  been  quite  a  group  of 
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which  to  complete  the  new  house  by  furnishing  suitably  the 
room  reserved  for  the  new  chapel. 

As  acquaintance  with  St.  Monica’s  becomes  intimate,  it 
grows  upon  one  more  and  more  that  all  the  while  hands  and 
minds  are  caring  for  the  sick  and  destitute,  Souls  are  touching 
souls  in  love  and  prayer.

Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  held  its  meetings  each 
month  as  usual,  and  the  members  who  have  visited  the  Home 
are  enthusiastic  about  the  good  care  given  the  house,  and  its 
patients  by  the  Sisters  and  nurses,  who  so  lovingly  minister  to 
them  in  their  sorrows  and  sicknesses  and  the  patients  are  appre¬ 
ciative  of  all  that  is  done  for  them.  It  has  been  thought  best 
to  extend  our  fiscal  year  to  the  end  of  December  to  coincide 

with  our  Annual  Meeting,  in  January,  and  from  this  season,  the 

' 

Treasurer’s  Report  shows  an  accounting  for  fourteen  months. 

Our  friends  were  most  kind  in  their  patronage  of  our  two 
Sales  in  November,  1914  and  1915.  And  a  larger  sum  than 
ever  before  was  netted  at  the  recent  one  on  November  9.  I  he 
Christmas  Tree  and  its  festivities  are  always  a  privilege  which 
the  Ladies’  Aid  undertakes.  To  look  at  the  faces,  bright  with  the 
happiness  of  seeing,  perhaps,  for  the  first  time,  a  Christmas 
Tree  lighted ,  and  in  receiving  some  simple  gift  is  an  experience 
one  cannot  easily  forget. 

Another  day  taken  in  charge  by  the  Ladies’  Aid  is  Dona¬ 
tion  Day  in  May.  We  would  like  to  make  this  occasion  one 
of  interest  to  our  friends.  Given  at  a  season  when  the  grounds 
of  the  Home  are  looking  fresh  in  their  new  green  and  many  of 
the  patients  are  able  to  be  out  on  the  lawn,  it  makes  one  realize 
what  a  blessing  St.  Monica’s  is  to  these  women  and  children 
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who  appear  so  contented  in  their  pleasant  surroundings.  With 
money  received  on  this  day,  1915,  we  were  able  to  help  towards 
the  necessary  repairs  and  improvements,  enlarging  one  of  the 
wards  and  adding  another  bathroom.  During  the  past  year  the 
house  recently  bought  was  partly  put  into  commission  and  has 
filled  a  great  need  in  the  housing  of  the  working  staff.  Further 
funds  are  still  needed  to  complete  this  house  and  render  it 
available  for  the  chapel  and  other  necessary  uses. 

With  the  many  calls  upon  our  purses  for  the  foreign  field 
do  not  let  us  forget  that  “charity  begins  at  home”  and  that 
St.  Monica’s  looks  to  its  friends  for  its  daily  bread. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  us  all  to  be  thus  associated  with  the 
Sisters  in  their  work  for  God’s  poor  and  suffering  ones  and  to 
feel  that  their  work  is,  in  a  measure,  our  work  also.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts  hereby  agrees 
to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  and  devises  of 
money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s  Home  for  Sick 
Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises  received 
are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s  Home 
Fund  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications  satis¬ 
factory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of  indi¬ 
vidual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  altar  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for  any 
reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into-effect,  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of  St. 
Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws  of  Massachusetts 
and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors,  if  any.
